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Employees  Receive  Free  Insurance  Plan

will  be  responsible  for  the  direc- 
tion of  unit  management  activi- 
ties and  administrative  matters  of 
the  division.

He 
received  a masters  degree  in  busi- 
ness administration  for  health

Seiler  who  assumed  the  position 
of  assistant  administrator  of  Lake 
Forest  Hospital  on  January  26. 


Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospi- 
tal is  now  providing  all  full  time 
employees  with  group  life,  acci- 
dental death  and  dismemberment, 
and  accident  and  sickness  insur- 
ance without  cost. 

The  coverage  includes  $1,000 
each  of  group  life  and  accidental 
death  and  dismemberment  insur- 
ance and  $30  per  week  accident 
and  sickness  indemnity  for  13 
weeks  after  an  initial  14  day  wait- 
ing period. 

In  addition  to  the  free  insur- 
ance coverage,  employees  may 
buy  a specified  amount  of  group 
life  and  accidental  death  and  dis- 
memberment insurance  at  a cost 
of  25  cents  per  $1,000. 

The  additional  coverage  will 
be  offered  without  physical  ex- 
amination until  February  23.  Af- 
ter this  period,  the  insurance 
company  may  require  an  exam- 


ination at  the  employee’s  expense. 
Application  can  be  made  through 
supervisors  or  in  the  personnel 
department,  service  building. 

The  insurance  coverage  has 
been  underwritten  by  the  John 
Hancock  Insurance  Company 
which  carried  the  previous  em- 
ployee-paid plan.  Employees  cov- 
ered under  the  old  plan  were 
transferred  to  the  hospital-paid 
plan  effective  February  1. 

Both  free  and  optional  insur- 
ance coverage  may  be  converted 
to  a standard  individual  policy 
should  the  employee  leave  the 
hospital.  This  coverage  can  be 
exercised  at  any  age  without 
physical  examination. 

At  age  65,  coverage  is  reduced 
to  $1,000.  Employees  who  have 
retired  on  the  hospital  pension 
plan  will  continue  to  be  covered 
for  $1,000  at  hospital  expense. 


The  group  life  program  in- 
cludes a double  indemnity  fea- 
ture paying  the  beneficiary  dou- 
ble the  specified  amount  in  case 
of  accidental  death.  In  addition, 
substantial  benefits  are  paid  for 
accidental  loss  of  an  eye,  foot, 
leg,  hand  or  arm. 

A special  feature  not  generally 
available  in  insurance  plans  pro- 
vides the  insured  with  a monthly 
income  of  $11.81  per  $1,000  cov- 
erage should  he  become  disabled 
for  life  under  the  age  of  60. 

The  exceptional  bargain  of- 
fered by  the  25  cent  per  SI, 000 
additional  coverage  clause  is 
pointed  out  by  a survey  of  rates 
for  term  insurance  on  an  individ- 
ual basis.  The  lowest  available 
rate  quoted  on  an  individual  ba- 
sis at  age  20  was  59  cents  per 
$1,000.  The  hospital  plan  offers 
its  25  cent  rate  regardless  of  age.

While  on  vacation  with  her 
family  in  Wisconsin  last  August, 
Deborah  received  third  degree 
burns  over  90  percent  of  her  body 
in  a gasoline  fire.  Doctors  esti- 
mate she  will  face  corrective  sur- 
gery at  various  periods  over  the 
next  10  years. 

While  a patient  at  the  hospital, 
Dr.  Randall  E.  McNally  noticed 
that  Deborah  never  missed  a 
hockey  game  on  television.  Of 
course,  her  idol  was  Bobby  Hull. 
Dr.  McNally,  who  does  some 
plastic  surgery  for  the  Hawks, 
made  arrangements  for  Hull  to 
pay  her  a surprise  visit. 


Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield  cover- 
age has  been  extended  to  all  full 
time  employees  of  Presbyterian- 
St.  Luke’s  Hospital  as  of  Febru- 
ary 1.  The  coverage  includes  hos- 
pitalization and  physician's  hos- 
pital services  and  goes  into  effect 
upon  completion  of  90  days  of 
continuous  service  with  the  hos- 
pital. 

The  individual  plan  for  em- 
ployees is  paid  completely  by  the 
hospital.  Coverage  may  be  ex- 
tended to  the  family  of  an  em- 
ployee at  the  expense  of  the  em- 
ployee. 

The  plan  provides  120  days  of 
comprehensive  hospital  benefits 
for  each  illness  and  payment  of 
the  physician's  hospital  services 
in  accordance  with  specified  fee 
schedules.

Labor  Contract  Signed; 
Union  Sets  Dues  Fees 

A labor  union  contract  was 
signed  in  December,  1967  by 
Presbyterian-St.  Luke's  Hospital 
and  the  Hospital  Employees  La- 
bor Program  of  Metropolitan 
Chicago  ( HELP  ) . HELP  is  spon- 
sored jointly  by  Local  743  of  the 
Teamsters  Union  and  Local  73  of 
the  Building  Service  Employees 
International  Union  AFL-CIO. 

Nearly  1,000  employees  are 
covered  by  the  agreement  repre- 
senting housekeeping,  dietary, 
and  laundry  employees,  and 
nurses  aides,  messengers,  main- 
tenance workers,  assistant  unit 
managers,  orderlies  and  elevator 
operators.  The  contract  includes 
a union  shop  agreement  requiring 
membership  of  these  employees 
in  the  union.  Presbyterian  - St. 
Luke’s  hospital  has  a total  em- 
ployee force  of  3,200  excluding 
members  of  the  medical  staff,  in- 
terns and  residents. 

The  three  year  contract  con- 
tains a no-strike  clause  which  asr 
sures  patients  uninterrupted  serv- 
ices. Thus  the  agreement  reaffirms 
the  hospital's  primary  responsi- 
bility to  patients  while  recogniz- 
ing the  desires  of  employees  for 
improved  benefits. 

The  agreement  provides  for 
wage  increases  ranging  from  45^ 
to  50^  per  hour  over  the  three- 
year  period  of  the  agreement. 
The  hospital  has  agreed  to  pay

the  full  cost  of  an  employee’s 
Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield,  life  and 
disability  income  insurances. 
Three  weeks  vacation  is  granted 
after  one  year  of  service  and  four 
weeks  of  vacation  after  ten  years 
of  service.  A pension  plan  entire- 
ly paid  for  by  the  hospital  is  also 
provided. 

Other  benefits  include  10  days 
sick  leave  per  year,  pay  for  which 
begins  on  the  third  day  of  illness; 
up  to  three  days  funeral  leave; 
and  seven  holidays.  The  agree- 
ment provides  for  increased  op- 
portunities for  promotion  and  es- 
tablishes provisions  for  recogni- 
tion of  seniority.  A grievance 
procedure  has  been  established. 

The  union  has  established 
union  dues  at  $4  per  month  be- 
ginning in  February.

family  planning  clinic  and  the 
emergency  room  are  being  hon- 
ored by  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s 
hospital  for  their  outstanding  ac- 
complishments during  the  past 
year.  Mrs.  Burton  C.  Kilbourne 
has  been  named  the  top  senior 
volunteer  for  1967  and  Lynn 
Falkenthal  has  been  selected  in 
the  junior  category. 

Since  1966,  Mrs.  Kilbourne 
has  donated  nearly  500  hours  to 
the  hospital’s  obstetrics  and  gy- 
necology clinic.

"God  bless  these  dedicated 
people”  is  the  heartfelt  wish  of 
the  Albert  Crouch  family  for  the 
staff  of  5 Pavilion.  The  family 
expressed  this  sentiment  in  a let- 
ter to  the  hospital  following  the 
release  of  their  97  year  old 
grandmother  upon  her  recovery 
from  a broken  thighbone. 

Mrs.  Sarah  Crouch,  called 
"Grandmother”  by  everyone, 
broke  her  right  leg  while  bak- 
ing bread  in  the  kitchen  of  her 
son’s  home.  When  she  was 
brought  to  Presbyterian  - St. 
Luke’s  hospital,  it  was  feared 
that  she  might  never  walk  again. 
Bones  mend  slowly  in  older  peo- 
ple and  the  patient  often  lacks 
the  desire  to  make  the  addition- 
al effort  necessary  for  complete 
recovery. 

Grandmother  wasn’t  the  or- 
dinary 97  year  old  patient,  how- 
ever, and  with  the  help  and  in- 
terest of  a competent  and  dedi- 
cated floor  staff,  Mrs.  Crouch 
walked  home,  with  the  aid  of  a 
walker,  just  three  months  after 
her  fall. 

The  story  of  her  stay  and  the 
interest  of  the  staff  is  told  in  the 
letter  written  by  the  Crouch 
family: 

"Our  mother,  97  years  old, 
fell  while  cooking  and  broke  her 
leg.  The  doctor  said  he  could 
mend  the  break  bur  her  will  to 
live  was  gone.  She  then  became 
"Grandmother”  to  all  on  5 Pa- 

pany,  the  Kalamazoo  Arts  build- 
ing, and  a number  of  commer- 
cial and  public  buildings  in  Min- 
nesota and  South  Dakota.

$2  Million  in  Gifts  Establish  Endowed  Chairs  For 
Pathology,  Hepatology,  and  Gastroenterology 


Highest  Honor  Awarded  Trustee 


Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  hospi- 
tal has  announced  the  creation  of 
three  endowed  chairs  made  pos- 
sible through  contributions  in 
excess  of  $2,000,000. 

The  announcement  was  made 
by  Dr.  James  A.  Campbell,  hos- 
pital president,  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees 
and  medical  staff  on  April  22. 
The  contributions  established  the 
Harrier  Blair  Borland  Chair  of 
Pathology,  the  Richard  B.  Capps 
Chair  of  Hepatology,  and  the 
Josephine  and  Arthur  Dyren- 
forth  Chair  of  Gastroenterology. 

Chauncey  B.  Borland,  a trus- 
tee of  the  hospital  since  1906, 
provided  the  funds  to  establish 
the  chair  of  pathology  as  a me- 
morial to  his  mother.  The  Capps 
Chair  of  Hepatology  was  created 
through  gifts  of  former  patients 
and  friends  of  Dr.  Capps  to  hon- 
or his  service  on  the  staff  of  the 
hospital,  and  to  perpetuate  the 
work  of  hepatitis  research  which 
he  has  pioneered.  The  chair  of 
gastroenterology  was  established 
through  a bequest  of  Josephine 
Dyrenforth,  a former  patient  and 
friend  of  the  hospital. 

Dr.  George  M.  Hass  will  be- 
come the  first  occupant  of  the 
Borland  chair  of  Pathology,  Dr. 
A.  William  Holmes  will  occupy 
the  Capps  chair  of  Hepatology; 
and  Dr.  William  G.  M.  Hardison 
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has  recently  been  appointed  the 
Dyrenforth  Chairman  of  Gas- 
troenterology 

In  making  the  announcement, 
Dr.  Campbell  stated  that  such 
generosity  is  indicative  of  the 
quality  of  graduate  medical  edu- 
cation now  being  provided 
through  a major  teaching  and  re- 
search hospital. 

He  said,  "The  importance  of 
quality  education  following  re- 
ceipt of  an  M.  D.  degree  pro- 
vides the  clinical  experience  so 
vital  to  the  future  practice  of 
medicine.  We  are  deeply  grate- 
ful to  Mr.  Borland  for  his  gen- 
erosity and  insight  into  the 
health  needs  of  the  community; 
to  those  who  have  so  generously

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Hospital  "Spaceship  Ride”  Saves  Boy’s  Arm 


"First  we  went  to  the  sun  and 
then  we  came  back  and  went  to 
the  North  Pole.”  That’s  the  way 
seven  year  old  Steven  Shaw,  of 
Oak  Park,  likes  to  remember  the 
hyperbaric  chamber  treatments 
which  saved  his  arm  and  possibly 
his  life.  The  chamber,  which  was 
Steven’s  spaceship,  is  an  uncom- 
mon facility  which  has  proved 
highly  successful  in  checking  the 
spread  of  gas  gangrene. 

Steven  developed  gas  gangrene 
in  a wound  suffered  when  his 
right  hand  and  wrist  were  torn 
open  by  a feed  grinder  on  his 
grandparent’s  Iowa  farm. 

Steven  was  watching  a feed 
grinder  mix  corn  and  chemicals 
into  pig  feed.  Reacting  to  the 
curiosity  of  a seven  year  old,  he 
reached  for  a handful  of  the  feed. 
The  grinder  caught  his  right 
hand.  Before  the  machine  could 
be  stopped,  it  had  swallowed  the 
boy's  arm  up  to  the  elbow. 

When  he  was  released  from 
the  machine,  Steven’s  hand  had 
been  almost  completely  severed 
at  the  wrist.  Only  tendons  and 
skin  on  the  back  of  the  wrist 
held  his  hand  in  place. 

At  a Council  Bluffs,  Iowa, 
hospital,  doctors  rejoined  the 
severed  arteries  at  the  wrist,  set

the  fractured  bone,  and  cleaned 
the  wound.  Steven  was  then 
flown  home  to  Presbyterian-St. 
Luke's  Hospital  for  further  treat- 
ment. 

The  doctors  soon  discovered 
that  gas  gangrene  had  infected 
the  wound.  Gas  gangrene  was 
produced  by  the  bacteria  present 
in  Steven’s  contaminated  wound. 


The  bacteria  produce  a deadly 
poison  in  the  tissues  surround- 
ing the  wound.  Eventually  this 
poison  can  enter  the  blood  stream 
and  cause  death. 

The  most  common  method  of 
treating  gas  gangrene  is  to  cut 
away  the  dead  and  involved  tis- 
sue. However,  this  does  not  nec- 
essarily stop  the  spread  of  the 


poison.  Often  with  a wound  as 
large  as  Steven’s,  it  is  necessary 
to  amputate  the  entire  limb  in 
order  to  save  the  victim's  life. 

A relatively  new  type  of  ther- 
apy, known  as  hyperbaric  oxy- 
genation. has  proven  an  effec- 
tive method  of  limiting  the 
spreading  potential  of  the  gas 
gangrene.  The  therapy  is  rarely 


used  because  of  the  limited  facil- 
ities available.  Presbyterian-St. 
Luke’s  Hospital  was  one  of  the 
first  to  be  able  to  provide  this 
treatment  in  1964. 

Hyperbaric  oxygenarion  re- 
quires the  use  of  a special  cham- 
ber in  which  the  atmospheric 
pressure  can  be  raised  to  as  much 
as  seven  times  the  normal  level. 
It  was  the  hyperbaric  chamber 
which  Steven  pictures  as  the 
spaceship  that  carried  him  to  the 
sun  and  North  Pole. 

While  resting  inside  the  cham- 
ber, the  patient  breathes  pure 
oxygen  through  a face  mask.  As 
the  pressure  increases,  the  oxy- 
gen is  forced  through  the  blood 
stream  and  into  the  body  tissues. 
Upon  reaching  the  infected  tis- 
sue, the  oxygen  reduces  the  bac- 
teria's ability  to  produce  deadly 
poison. 

Steven's  surgeon  Dr.  Richard 
Caldwell  prescribed  a series  of 
hyperbaric  treatments  to  save  his 
arm.  Upon  the  consent  of  his 
parents,  the  boy  was  immediate- 
ly taken  to  the  hospital's  hyper- 
baric chamber. 

Looking  very'  much  like  a 
spaceship,  the  chamber  is  a gi- 
gantic cylinder  ten  feet  in  diam-

Enrollment  Period  Opens 
For  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield 

The  Industrial  Relations  Divi- 
sion has  announced  a Blue  Cross- 
Blue  Shield  enrollment  period 
from  September  15  to  October 
15  for  employees  not  currently 
covered  by  the  plan.

The  final  class  of  the  Presby- 
terian-St. Luke's  Hospital  School 
of  Nursing  was  graduated  on 
September  12  in  ceremonies  at 
the  Fourth  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Chicago.  Diplomas  were 
awarded  to  85  graduates. 

The  commencement  address 
and  diplomas  were  presented  by 
Dr.  James  A.  Campbell,  presi- 
dent of  the  hospital. 

With  the  class  of  1968.  the 
Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital 
School  of  Nursing  has  educated 
7,221  nurses  in  the  84  year  his- 
tory of  the  combined  schools. 
The  present  school  was  organ- 
ized in  1957  with  the  merger  of 
the  St.  Luke's  Hospital  School, 
founded  in  1883,  and  the  Pres- 
byterian Hospital  School,  founded 


in  1903.  Prior  to  the  merger,  the 
St.  Luke’s  school  graduated  3,267 
nurses  and  the  Presbyterian 
school  graduated  2,813-  The 
combined  schools  graduated 
1,141  nurses. 

The  decision  to  close  our 
school  was  made  in  early  1967,” 
explains  Edith  D.  Payne,  R.N.. 
chairman  of  the  Division  of 
Nursing.  Qualified  applicants 
and,  consequently,  the  number  of 
admissions  to  our  school  have 
been  gradually  decreasing  during 
the  previous  three  years.  This  ex- 
perience is  being  duplicated  in 
many  hospital  nursing  schools 
throughout  the  country." 

Miss  Payne  continues,  "Our 
decision  was  also  influenced  by 
the  increasing  number  of  nurs-

ing  programs  available  on  the 
university,  college  and  junior 
college  level  coupled  with  the 
growing  demand  for  college  edu- 
cated women." 

"We  also  supported  the  Amer- 
ican Nurses  Association  posi- 
tion that  nursing  education 
should  take  place  in  institutions 
of  learning  within  the  general 
system  of  education. 

Presbyterian-St.  Luke's  Hospi- 
tal continues  to  fulfill  its  com- 
mitment to  nursing  education 
through  a program  with  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois  College  of 
Nursing.  The  program  became 
effective  in  September  196~  and 
provides  clinical  nursing  educa- 
tion for  both  undergraduate  and

Scientists  Find  Clue  to  Bone  Growth  Mystery 


RESEARCH  TEAM  which  is  studying  the  relationship  of  lysozyme  to  bone

How  and  why  bone  develops 
and  grows  within  the  body  are 
mysteries  of  life  which  still  in- 
trigue medical  investigators.  The 
solutions  hold  the  promise  of  de- 
veloping methods  of  inducing 
better  healing  of  broken  bones 
and  more  successful  treatment  of 
bone  diseases. 

Work  being  conducted  cur- 
rently in  the  orthopedic  labora- 
tories of  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s 
Hospital  may  provide  consider- 
able new  knowledge  about  the 
processes  of  bone  formation.  A 
research  team,  headed  by  asso- 
ciate biochemist  Klaus  E.  Kuett- 
ner, Ph.D.,  has  isolated  a bio- 
chemical agent  from  mammalian 
cartilage  and  is  studying  its  ef- 
fect on  bone  formation  and 
growth. 

The  agent  is  an  enzyme  called 
lysozyme  which  is  found  in  the 
tears,  nasal  mucus  and  cartilage 
of  humans  and  other  animals.  Ly- 
sozyme was  originally  identified 
in  1922  by  Sir  Alexander  Flem- 
ing, who  discovered  penicillin. 
Dr.  Fleming  found  the  enzyme 
while  looking  for  antibacterial 
agents.  He  abandoned  interest  in 
his  discovery  when  it  proved  to 
be  effective  mainly  against  bac- 
teria which  do  not  induce  dis- 
eases. Later  studies  by  various 
scientists  identified  lysozyme’s 
characteristics. 

Lysozyme’s  only  known  effect 
is  that  it  dissolves  the  cell  walls 
of  essentially  harmless  bacteria. 
What  its  biological  role  is,  if  it 
has  one,  is  as  yet  unknown. 

It  remained  for  members  of 
the  hospital’s  orthopedic  labora- 
tory to  initially  document  that 
lysozyme  may  play  a fundamen- 
tal role  in  the  processes  of  bone 
formation.  Although  Presbyter- 
ian-St. Luke’s  Hospital  scientists 
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did  not  discover  the  enzyme,  they 
were  the  first  to  show  its  dis- 
tribution in  cartilage  tissues  and 
its  effect  upon  living  cartilage 
and  bone  in  culture. 

Lysozyme  treatment  of  bone 
cultures  from  embryonic  ( un- 
born) mice  resulted  in  a signifi- 
cant increase  in  the  growth  rate 
of  the  treated  bones  as  compared 
to  untreated  control  specimens. 
Studies  with  animals  of  different 
ages  also  demonstrated  that  the 
lysozyme  level  decreased  as  the 
animal  matured  and  the  degree 
of  new  bone  formation  decreased. 
The  studies  also  showed  that  ly- 
sozyme appears  in  the  cartilage 
which  is  formed  during  bone 
fracture  repair. 

Dr.  Kuettner’s  research  is  con- 
ducted at  the  department  of  or- 
thopedic surgery,  Robert  D.  Ray, 
M.D.,  chairman,  and  in  close  co- 
operation with  Reuben  Eisen- 
stein,  M.D.,  director  of  cyto- 
pathology,  who  is  the  other  co- 
principle investigator  of  the 
project. 

In  the  unborn  animal,  cartilage 
forms  much  of  the  structure.  This 
cartilage,  called  preosseous  (pre- 
bone), is  transformed  into  a 
bony  skeleton  as  the  animal  ma- 
tures. The  process  by  which  this 
change  takes  place  has  never 
been  completely  understood. 

It  is  known  that  preosseous 
cartilage  passes  through  three 
zones  before  becoming  new  bone. 
In  the  earliest  or  "resting”  zone, 
the  cartilage  cells  appear  disor- 
ganized. Later  they  line  up  into 
columns  or  regular  rows  in  the 
"columnar"  zone.  Finally,  just  be- 
fore becoming  new  bone,  the  cells 
enlarge  greatly  in  the  "hyper- 
trophic” zone.

The  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  re- 
search team  has  been  studying 
the  transformation  of  cartilage  to 
bone.  The  team  has  obtained  sec- 
tions which  dearly  show  the 
three  zones  of  cartilage  develop- 
ment and  the  newly  formed  bone. 
This  has  been  made  possible  by 
a special  technique  developed  by 
Lawrence  Soble,  M.S.,  who  is  in 
charge  of  the  tissue  culture  lab- 
oratory, in  cooperation  with 
Michael  Haklin,  supervisor  of 


the  surgical  research  laboratory. 

By  placing  these  small  sections 
in  culture,  the  team  has  been 
able  to  study  the  characteristics 
and  growth  of  living  cartilage 
and  bone  within  a controlled 
environment. 

In  the  zone  of  cartilage  closest 
to  the  new  bone,  the  team  found 
that  lysozyme  exists  in  its  high- 
est concentration.  This  "hyper- 
trophic" zone  contains  a level  of 
lysozyme  more  than  three  times 
higher  than  in  the  "resting"  zone. 
The  level  sharply  decreases  as 
new  bone  is  formed.  These  find- 
ings were  only  true  for  cartilage 
which  was  destined  to  become 
bone  indicating  that  lysozyme 
may  play  some  role  in  the  trans- 
formation of  cartilage  into  bone. 

The  next  step  was  to  deter- 
mine what  would  occur  if  lyso- 
zyme was  added  to  cartilage  liv- 
ing in  culture.  When  treated 
with  the  enzyme,  the  resting  and 
columnar  areas  darkened  and 
their  cells  enlarged  much  like  the 
hypertrophic  cells.  No  change 
occurred  in  the  hypertrophic  zone 
which  already  had  a high  con- 
centration of  lysozyme. 

When  the  treatment  was 
stopped,  all  cells  returned  rapid- 
ly to  normal.  Later  in  the  embry- 
onic specimens  treated  with  ly- 
sozyme, a dramatic  spurt  in 
growth  was  observed.  This 


change  was  not  evident  in  un- 
treated specimens. 

In  summing  up  the  future  of 
his  project  Dr.  Kuettner  says, 
"We  hope  from  our  studies  that 
we  might  find  a way  to  better 
understand  the  processes  of  bone 
formation  and  repair  and  subse- 
quently to  influence  these  phen- 
omena. It  is  of  course  necessary 
to  study  the  possible  role  of  ly- 
sozyme in  certain  bone  and  car- 
tilage diseases  in  order  to  pro- 
vide the  clinician  with  addition- 
al information." 

The  research  team  includes 
Harald  Guenther  and  Richard 
Croxen,  both  biochemical  re- 
search technicians.  Mrs.  Caroline 
Brown  and  Mrs.  Mary  Ann 
Brown,  both  biochemical-physio- 
logical technicians,  are  involved 
in  these  investigations. 

Merle  Schrodt,  M.D.  and  Carl 
Brighton,  M.D.,  Ph.D.  recently 
completed  their  graduate  work 
on  these  investigations.  The  pro- 
ject has  also  had  the  cooperation 
and  assistance  of  William  F.  Hej- 
na,  M.D.,  assistant  chairman  of 
the  orthopedics  department. 
Charles  V.  Heck,  M.D.,  attend- 
ing orthopedic  surgeon,  also 
showed  a personal  interest  in  the 
program.  The  hospital’s  photo- 
graphic department  was  respon- 
sible for  reproducing  much  of 
the  data  from  the  report.

Hartford  Foundation 
Supports  Three  Year 
Renal  Disease  Study 

Prcsbytcrian-St  Luke's  H'/spi 
ral  has  received  a three  year, 
$269,000  grant  from  the  John  A 
Hartford  Foundation,  Inc.  fNcw 
York  City ) to  develop  a program 
of  early  diagnosis  and  treatment 
of  congenital  urinary  tract  dis- 
ease in  children. 

Announcement  of  the  award 
was  made  jointly  by  the  founda- 
tion president  Ralph  W.  Burger 
and  Dr.  James  A.  Campbell, 
president  of  the  hospital. 

Our  goal  is  the  prevention  of 
fatal  kidney  disease  through  diag- 
nosis and  treatment  during  child- 
hood, says  Dr.  Robert  M.  Kark, 
director  of  the  renal  and  nutri- 
tion section  and  project  director. 
According  to  co-director  Dr. 
Franklin  D.  Schwartz,  Current 
methods  of  kidney  disease  ther- 
apy are  most  effective  with  early 
detection  and  surgical  correc- 
tion.” 

Approximately  four  percent 
of  the  children  between  four  and 
ten  years  of  age  display  early  in- 
dications of  kidney  disease.  Many 
others  have  anatomical  defects  of 
the  genito-urinary  tract  or  or- 
gans. Unrecognized  and  un- 
treated, these  symptoms  can  ul- 
timately develop  into  renal  in- 
sufficiency and  fatal  kidney'  dis- 
ease. The  more  severe  form  of 
the  disease  usually  occurs  be- 
tween the  ages  of  12  and  40. 
Most  often  the  disease  is  fatal. 

The  loss  of  life  from  kidney 
diseases  might  be  greatly  alle- 
viated through  a national  pro- 
gram of  detection  and  therapy, 
lay  and  medical  awareness  of  the 
scope  of  the  problem,  and  better 
diagnosis  at  early  ages."  said  Dr. 
Kark. 

During  the  first  year  of  the 
three  year  study,  research  hopes 
to  detect  and  treat  some  200  chil- 
dren with  either  birth  defects  or 
kidney  infections.  Medical  per- 
sonnel will  also  be  instructed  in 
simple  methods  of  diagnosis.  It 
is  also  hoped  that  better  treat- 
ment methods  for  acute  renal  dis- 
ease will  be  developed. 

Following  the  three  y'ear  pro- 
gram, data  collected  will  indi- 
cate for  the  first  time  the  extent 
of  congenital  defects  and  infec- 
tious diseases  within  a controlled 
population.

Speech-Hearing  Class  Helps  Children 


A special  six-week  therapy 
program  for  school  children  was 
conducted  by  the  speech  and 
hearing  clinic  of  the  Presbyterian- 
St.  Luke’s  Hospital  Health  Cen- 
ter this  summer. 

The  twice-a-week  sessions  were 
designed  to  close  the  gap  in  spe- 
cial training  which  occurs  dur- 
ing the  summer  months.  Many  of 
the  children  and  young  adults  en- 
rolled in  the  "catch-up"  course 
have  been  members  in  the  special 
education  division  of  the  Chi- 


cago public  schools.  Others  have 
had  no  special  school  training. 

The  clinic  therapy  courses 
were  held  on  an  individual  ba- 
sis. They  attempted  to  prepare 
students  for  the  special  problems 
and  pressures  which  they  would 
face  in  school. 

In  addition  to  the  speech  and 
hearing  problems,  a number  of 
children  participating  in  the  pro- 
gram could  speak  very  little,  if 
any,  English.  Spanish  speaking 
and  Greek  children  were  in-

Classes  were  conducted  by 
teacher  of  the  deaf  Nancy  Green- 
wald.  Miss  Greenwald  was  form- 
erly associated  with  the  Central 
Institution  for  the  Deaf. 

"We  could  not  begin  to  solve 
all  of  the  problems  our  children 
face  with  just  six  weeks  of  ther- 
apy. The  classes  were  helpful, 
however,  in  getting  the  children 
started  on  the  right  track  for  fu- 
ture training,”  said  Miss  Green- 
wald.

Chaplain  Brockway  Begins  Retirement 


After  more  than  10  years  of 
service  to  Presbyterian-St.  Luke's 
Hospital,  Dr.  Herbert  N.  Brock- 
way is  retiring  as  hospital  chap- 
lain. 

Dr.  Brockway  is  a graduate  of 
Parsons  College  in  Fairfield,  Iowa 
and  McCormick  Theological  Sem- 
inary in  Chicago,  where  he  re- 
ceived his  B.D.  degree.

eter  and  twenty-four  feet  long. 
It  is  outfitted  with  a complete 
operating  room  inside.  Portholes 
surround  the  sides  so  that  tech- 
nicians and  physicians  can  ob- 
serve what  is  occurring. 

After  Steven  and  his  techni- 
cian had  been  sealed  inside  the 
chamber,  the  atmospheric  pres- 
sure was  raised  three  times  nor- 
mal level  to  approximately  45 
pounds  per  square  inch.  This 
took  twelve  minutes  to  accom- 
plish. As  Steven’s  physician  and 
additional  technicians  kept  watch 
through  the  portholes,  he  was 
fitted  with  the  face  mask  which 
allowed  him  to  breathe  pure 
oxygen  for  nearly  two  hours. 

Following  the  treatment  an 
additional  half-hour  was  re- 
quired to  lower  the  pressure 
within  the  chamber.  Slow  de- 


compression is  necessary  to  pre- 
vent those  inside  the  chamber 
from  contracting  the  bends.  This 
condition  is  similar  to  the  cramps 
of  the  abdomen  and  limbs  which 
deep  sea  divers  experience  upon 
rising  to  the  surface  too  rapidly. 

Following  his  first  treatment, 
Steven  was  taken  to  the  operat- 
ing room.  A team  of  surgeons, 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Cald- 
well, cut  the  dead  and  gangrenous 
tissue  away  from  the  hand,  wrist, 
and  forearm.  The  three  hour  op- 
eration was  followed  by  four 
more  hyperbaric  treatments  in 
the  next  two  days. 

The  treatments  forcing  pure 
oxygen  into  Steven’s  wounded 
tissues  resulted  in  an  abatement 
of  the  gangrene.  As  the  tissue 
regained  its  health  following  the 
treatments,  doctors  grafted  skin 
from  Steven’s  thigh  to  his  arm

to  replace  the  skin  that  had  been 
destroyed. 

The  young  boy  now  faces  at 
least  two  years  of  therapy  and 
treatment.  It  has  not  yet  been  de- 
termined how  much  use  he  will 
have  of  his  arm  in  the  future. 
Much  depends  upon  how  the 
nerves  of  the  hand  and  arm  re- 
generate and  how  the  bones  heal. 
In  the  meantime,  right-handed 
Steven  is  being  tutored  in  how 
to  use  his  left  hand. 

"Whatever  the  end  result, 
Steven  is  ahead  in  that  he  has 
his  arm  and  his  life,”  says  his 
mother  Mrs.  Shaw.  In  talking 
about  the  future,  Dr.  Caldwell 
says,  "Steven  has  the  advantage 
of  being  young.  This  means  he 
is  at  least  200  percent  better 
motivated  toward  making  a com- 
plete recovery  than  he  would 
have  been  in  later  life."

Dr.  Charles  V.  Heck  has  been 
appointed  to  the  newly  estab- 
lished position  of  medical  di- 
rector of  the  American  Academy 
of  Orthopaedic  Surgeons,  Chi- 
cago.

Summer  Health  Project  Helps  Students 
Understand  Ghetto  Medical  Problems 


The  health  care  problems  of 
poverty  and  ghetto  areas  were 
experienced  by  nearly  200  health 
science  and  high  school  students 
in  the  Chicago  area  this  summer. 
The  students  were  participating 
in  a project  headquartered  at 
Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital 
and  funded  by  a grant  to  the  hos- 
pital’s Department  of  Commun- 
ity Medicine  by  the  National  In- 
stitutes of  Health  Division  of 
Regional  Medical  Planning. 

The  students  worked  with 
health  care  and  community  agen- 
cies located  in  the  city's  low  in- 
come Black,  Spanish-speaking, 
American  Indian  and  Appala- 
chian white  sections. 

Planning  and  coordination  for 
the  project  was  provided  by 
members  of  the  Student  Health 
Organization  of  Chicago  (SHO). 
SHO  is  a nationwide  confedera- 
tion of  health  science  students  in- 
terested in  community  medicine 
and  its  role  in  American  medical 
education. 

The  summer  project  was 


aimed  at  giving  health  science 
students  experience  in  working 
with  ghetto  communities  and  in 
observing  how  the  communities 
view  their  present  health  pro- 
grams. It  also  provided  a chal- 
lenging and  meaningful  summer 
job  for  ghetto  area  high  school 
students. 

The  108  health  science  stu- 
dents participating  in  the  pro- 
ject included  medical,  nursing, 
law,  dentistry,  and  social  science 
students.  High  school  students 
numbered  76. 

Student  director  of  the  project 
was  Lee  Ballance,  a junior  medi- 
cal student  at  the  University  of 
Chicago  Pritzker  School  of  Medi- 
cine. 

"We  performed  a variety  of 
services  as  requested  by  our  co- 
operating agencies,”  explained 
Mr.  Ballance.  "Many  times  these 
services  took  the  form  of  infor- 
mational surveys,  but  we  also 
formed  health  committees,  pro- 
duced and  distributed  pamphlets

Quick  Test  Predicts  Circulatory  Disease 


A simple  ten  second  test  by 
which  doctors  can  predict  the 
possible  development  of  circula- 
tory disease  in  patients  has  been 
devised  by  Richard  Lycette, 
Ph.D.,  a research  associate  in  the 
blood  coagulation  laboratory  of 
Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital. 

The  test  uses  the  sticky  prop- 
erties of  blood  platelets  as  a 
guide  to  determining  the  cir- 
culatory system’s  tendency  to 
build  up  the  fatty  substances 
which  lead  to  hardening  of  the 
arteries  and  blood  clots. 

Platelets  are  that  portion  of 
the  blood  which  stimulate  clot- 


ting. 


They  are  responsible  for 


sealing  wounds  and  stopping 
bleeding. 

Platelets  produce  fat-like  sub- 
stances on  the  surface  and  inside 
of  the  cell.  These  substances 
cause  the  platelets  to  stick  to- 
gether in  clumps.  Eventually  the 
fat-laden  dumps  break  down  and 
produce  circulatory  diseases  such 
as  hardened  arteries,  clots,  or 
strokes. 

The  test  devised  by  Dr.  Ly- 
cette measures  the  stickiness  of 
the  platelets  and  the  size  of  the 
platelet  clumps.  It  can  be  con- 
ducted quickly  and  easily  within 
the  doctor’s  office. 

After  drawing  a small  amount 
of  the  patient's  blood,  the  doctor 
separates  the  red  blood  cells  from 
the  platelet-rich  plasma  with  a 
centrifuge.  He  then  forces  di- 
luted plasma  through  a graded 
series  of  filters  to  determine  the 
size  of  the  platelet  clumps.  The 
larger  the  clump  of  platelets  the 
greater  the  amount  of  fat  that 
appears  on  the  surface  and  the 
more  likely  the  patient  is  to  suf- 
fer circulatory  problems.  Further 
specific  tests  can  determine  the 
exact  disease. 


CIRCULATORY  PROBLEMS  can  be  predicted  by  a simple  test  devised  by 
Richard  Lycette,  Ph.D.,  of  the  blood  coagulation  laboratory. 


The  test  can  be  performed  by 
simply  pushing  the  diluted  plas- 
ma through  the  series  of  filters 
or  by  mechanically  pumping  it 
through  and  measuring  the  build- 
up of  pressure  which  is  caused  by 
size  of  the  platelet  dumps.  The 
mechanical  method  can  almost 
instantaneously  present  a read- 
ing which  indicates  the  size  of 
the  dumps  which  is  related  to 
the  amount  of  fat  contained  in 
the  platelets. 

Clinical  applications  of  this 
unique  test  are  now  being  con- 
ducted at  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s 
Hospital  and  the  Royal  Free  Hos- 
pital in  London,  England.  Lab- 
oratory use  is  being  made  at  Pur- 
due University,  Batelle  Institute 
in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  by  an  in- 
vestigator at  Yale  University. 


This  test  was  developed  by  Dr. 
Richard  Lycette  who  recently  re- 
ceived his  Ph.D.  in  cellular  phy- 
siology from  the  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology.  Dr.  Lycette  com- 
pleted his  studies  in  five  years  of 
evening  study  while  supporting 
a family  of  five  sons  and  con- 
ducting his  blood  platelet  re- 
search. 

In  1962,  Dr.  Lycette  received 
a master  of  science  degree  in 
microbiology  from  IIT  after  four 
and  a half  years  of  evening  study. 

While  attending  IIT  and  work- 
ing at  the  hospital.  Dr.  Lycette 
took  advantage  of  the  hospital’s 
tuition  aid  plan  (TAP).  The 
plan  can  cover  as  much  as  fifty 
percent  of  the  cost  of  courses 
taken  while  employed  by  the 
hospital.

New  Service  Relieves  Strain  On  Emergency  Room  Facilities 


Public  use  of  hospital  emer- 
gency room  services  has  sky- 
rocketed dramatically  in  recent 
years.  Most  of  the  new  business, 
however,  has  come  from  the  large 
numbers  of  non-emergency  pa- 
tients who  have  been  using  the 
facilities. 

At  Presbyterian-St.  Luke's  hos- 
pital, the  number  of  patients 
treated  by  the  emergency  room 
has  nearly  doubled  in  the  last 
five  years.  In  1963,  the  staff 
cared  for  13,944  patients.  Last 
year,  that  number  rose  to  26,482. 
Nearly  50  percent  of  last  year’s 
patients  were  non-emergency 
cases. 

This  ever-increasing  use  of  the 
emergency  room  for  general 
medical  problems  has  caused  a 
tremendous  strain  on  facilities 
and  staff.  It  would  be  impracti- 
cal and  prohibitively  expensive 
for  hospitals  to  operate  24  hour 
health  clinics  to  serve  the  gen- 
eral public. 

Presbyterian-St.  Luke's  hospi- 
tal has  initiated  a new  service 
designed  to  remove  much  of  the 


non-emergency  work  load  from 
the  emergency  room  staff  and  at 
the  same  time  direct  the  general 
public  to  the  proper  private  and 
clinic  facilities  to  care  for  their 
non-emergency  problems. 

Now  patients  with  non-emer- 
gency problems  are  not  receiving 
treatment  in  the  emergency  room 
area  of  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s 
hospital.  They  are  being  seen  in 
a separately  staffed  examining 
and  evaluation  area  operated  in 
conjunction  with  the  emergency 
room. 

Between  5 p.m.  and  midnight, 
this  new  service  offers  complete 
physical  examinations  for  per- 
sons wishing  to  see  a doctor  im- 
mediately. The  service  is  staffed 
by  members  of  the  hospital's 
resident  staff.  The  patient's  prob- 
lem is  evaluated  and  when  im- 
mediate treatment  is  necessary  it 
is  given  by  the  emergency  room 
staff. 

This  new  service  is  not  a 
clinic.  Patients  who  can  be  better 
treated  in  a doctor’s  office  are 
referred  to  a private  physician  or 


asked  to  return  to  the  Presbyter- 
ian-St. Luke’s  Health  Center 
which  offers  complete  clinic 
services  Monday  through  Friday 
from  8 a.m.  to  4 p.m. 

The  growing  use  of  hospital 
emergency  rooms  for  general 
health  problems  apparently 
stems  from  the  fact  that  many 
people  do  not  know  where  to  be- 
gin looking  for  a doctor.  Natur- 
ally they  turn  to  the  hospital  for 
help.

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Department  Formed  for 
Industrial  Engineering 

Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospi- 
tal recently  established  an  Indus- 
trial Engineering  Department 
within  Industrial  Relations.  The 
new  department  represents  an 
effort  to  increase  hospital  effi- 
ciency and,  thereby,  slow  down 
the  spiraling  rise  in  hospital  costs. 

Industrial  engineering  princi- 
ples and  practices  have  been 
widely  applied  in  manufacturing 
service  industries  for  years.  It 
has  only  been  recently  that  they 
have  begun  to  be  used  within 
the  hospital  field. 

In  the  hospitals,  industrial  en- 
gineers have  been  effective  in  a 
number  of  areas.  Their  aim  has 
been  to  improve  the  working 
environment  of  employees  and, 
at  the  same  time,  eliminate  wasted 
motion.  They  have  also  applied 
statistical  techniques  to  achieve 
reduced  waiting  time  for  patients 
in  outpatient  clinics  and  to  im- 
prove scheduling  of  surgical 
procedures. 

William  L.  Hutson  has  been 
appointed  director  of  the  hospi- 
tal’s Department  of  Industrial 
Engineering.  He  was  formerly 
employed  as  an  industrial  engi- 
neer with  the  American  Can 
Company  and  as  a system  engi- 
neer with  Randall  Enterprises.

on  health  care,  carried  out  screen- 
ing procedures,  and  conducted 
special  health  classes.” 

The  ten  week  project  pro- 
vided a communication  appara- 
tus for  the  students  to  learn  and 
understand  more  about  the  com- 
munity’s problems  directly  from 
its  residents. 

Among  the  more  unusual  pro- 
jects conducted  by  participants 
in  the  summer  program  were  a 
youth  center  and  a parent  co- 
operative day  care  center  for 
pre-school  children. 

Mr.  Ballance  explains,  "Both 
of  the  projects  bore  little  direct 
relationship  to  the  health  care  of 
the  community,  but  they  pro- 
vided a forum  in  which  mem- 
bers of  the  community  could 
gather  informally  and  discuss 
their  problems  and  ideas  about 
health  care.”

European  Charter 

The  lowest  fares  ever  to  Eu- 
rope are  being  offered  for  the 
fourth  successive  year  by  the 
Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital 
Charter  Flight.  The  1969  jet 
fare  to  London  and  Zurich  will 
be  a low  $220  per  person.  It  will 
leave  April  26,  1969  and  return 
May  17,  1969. 

The  charter  fare  is  based  upon 
a full  flight  of  143  passengers. 
All  arrangements  on  the  flight 
will  be  first  class  including  food, 
drink,  and  complimentary  flight 
bags. 

The  flight  is  available  to  all 
members  of  the  Presbyterian-St. 
Luke’s  Hospital  family  including 
employees,  attending  and  house 
staffs,  volunteers,  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, Woman’s  Board,  Associates 
and  Junior  Associates,  the  An- 
chor Cross  Society,  and  members 
of  the  staff  auxiliaries.  All  pas- 
sengers must  have  been  a mem- 
ber of  the  hospital  family  on  or 
before  July  31,  1968. 

Members  of  the  immediate 
family  of  the  eligible  members 
(dependent  parents,  spouse,  or 
dependent  children)  may  take 
advantage  of  the  charter  pro- 
vided they  are  accompanied  on 
the  flight  by  the  eligible  mem- 
ber. 


Deposits  of  $50  per  passenger 
for  the  1969  flight  are  required 
no  later  than  September  30, 
1968.

The  1968  combined  appeal 
charity  drive  of  Presbyterian-St. 
Luke’s  Hospital  is  being  con- 
ducted between  October  14  and 
18  in  all  departments  of  the  hos- 
pital. The  once-a-year  employee 
solicitation  supports  the  Crusade 
of  Mercy,  Chicago  Heart  Asso- 
ciation, and  American  Cancer 
Society. 

More  than  900  voluntary  hu- 
man care  services  in  Chicago  and 
147  suburban  communities  will 
be  benefited  by  this  year's  cam- 
paign. The  hospital's  goal  is  to 
raise  $33,600  during  the  five  day 
campaign. 

Under  the  chairmanship  of 
Marie  Kuchuris,  administrative 
assistant,  and  Joel  Warner,  sen- 
ior administrative  resident,  more 


than  200  hospital  employees  are 
participating  in  the  campaign  as 
team  captains  and  solicitors.

Delores  Pulley  Gets  the  Job  Done-A  Better  Way 


A BETTER  IDEA  on  how  to  make  chart  dividers  was  developed  by  Delores 
Pulley,  assistant  unit  manager  in  pediatrics.  The  idea  lead  to  the  develop- 
ment of  a new  line  of  hospital  supplies  for  Bessler-Black,  Inc.  David  Buck- 
mueller,  director  of  Administrative  Services,  (left)  congratulates  Mrs.  Pulley, 
along  with  Bernie  Black  (right),  president  of  the  company. 


At  times  there  are  better  ways 
of  getting  a job  done  which  are 
more  efficient  and  less  costly 
than  the  generally  accepted  way. 
It  takes  a special  kind  of  person 
with  an  interest  in  his  job  to  see 
the  better  way  and  make  it  work. 

Delores  Pulley,  assistant  unit 
manager  in  pediatrics,  is  that 
kind  of  person.  Mrs.  Pulley  found 
a better  way  to  flag  doctors’  or- 
ders that  are  to  be  transcribed 
and  checked  by  administrative 
and  nursing  personnel.  Her  sys- 
tem is  so  good  that  a hospital 
supply  firm  has  refined  it  and  is 
now  producing  it  commercially 
for  other  hospitals. 

To  give  an  order,  hospital  pro- 
cedure requires  the  doctor  to 
write  his  order  into  the  patient’s 
permanent  chart.  The  order  is 
then  transcribed  by  administra- 
tive personnel  to  a working  car- 
dex  file  from  which  medical  and 
nursing  personnel  carry  it  out. 

A system  of  colored  flags  stick- 
ing out  of  the  chart  is  used  to 
call  attention  to  the  various  steps 
of  the  procedure.  The  doctor  dis- 
plays a yellow  flag  to  indicate 
that  he  has  written  a standing 
order  or  a red  flag  to  indicate  an 
emergency  order.  The  administra- 
tive clerk  uses  a green  flag  to  in- 
dicate that  she  has  transcribed  the 
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order  and  that  the  nurse  should 
check  it. 

"We  found  that  the  cardboard 
flags  and  chart  dividers  were 
easily  torn  and  had  to  be  re- 
placed quite  often,”  explains 
Mrs.  Pulley.  "So  I made  plastic 
covers  for  them  from  discarded 
lab  report  packages.  We  found 
they  stayed  much  neater  and 
lasted  much  longer  this  way.” 

Roger  Mason,  administrative 
assistant  for  the  specialties, 
brought  the  system  to  the  atten- 


tion of  a salesman  for  Bessler- 
Black,  Inc.  With  the  assistance  of 
Mrs.  Pulley  and  Mr.  Mason,  the 
company  has  developed  a com- 
mercial set  of  plastic  chart  divid- 
ers and  flags.  They  are  now  being 
sold  to  hospitals  throughout  the 
country. 

Mrs.  Pulley  joined  the  Presby- 
terian-St. Luke’s  Hospital  family 
in  1963  as  a nurse  aide.  In  1965, 
she  became  a junior  clerk  and 
later  was  promoted  to  senior 
clerk  and  assistant  unit  manager. 


Vice  President  Named 
Outstanding  Young 
Man  of  the  Year 

Gail  L.  Warden,  vice  presi- 
dent for  administration,  has  been 
named  one  of  Chicago’s  10  Out- 
standing Young  Men  for  1968 
by  the  Chicago  Junior  Associa- 
tion of  Commerce  and  Industry. 

At  the  age  of  30,  Mr.  Warden 
recently  was  elected  vice  presi- 
dent of  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s 
Hospital  after  serving  on  the  ad- 
ministrative staff  since  1964.

Emergency  Force  Aids  Blood  Bank 


Some  very  special  hospital 
employees  are  helping  Presby- 
terian-St. Luke’s  Hospital  Blood 
Bank  maintain  its  position  as 
one  of  the  largest  private  hos- 
pital banks  in  the  nation.  They 
are  members  of  an  emergency 
force  who  can  be  called  upon  to 
fill  specific  blood  bank  needs 
when  required. 

Last  year  the  Presbyterian-St. 
Luke’s  Blood  Bank  prepared 
26,000  units  of  whole  blood  for 
hospital  patients.  In  contrast 
only  8,000  units  were  drawn 
from  donors.  The  remainder  had 
to  be  drawn  from  outside  sources. 

At  times,  the  number  and  type 
of  specialized  procedures  per- 
formed by  the  physicians  and 
surgeons  at  Presbyterian  - St. 
Luke’s  Hospital  put  a strain 
upon  the  blood  bank  reserves. 
Some  procedures  require  10  to 
12  units  of  fresh  blood  of  a spe- 
cific type.  In  times  of  need  the 
Blood  Bank  has  found  it  can  rely 
on  hospital  employees  to  be  of 
help. 

All  employees  receive  a donor 
identification  card  informing 
them  of  their  blood  type  shortly 
after  joining  the  hospital  staff. 
As  a result,  in  times  of  special 
need  a search  through  the  blood 
bank  files  can  turn  up  the  names 
of  those  employees  who  can  ful- 
fill the  requirements. 


The  Blood  Bank  reports  that 
employees  always  respond  will- 
ingly, with  a sense  of  humor,  and 
an  attitude  of  sincere  responsi- 
bility. As  compensation,  they 
may  receive  either  a $10.00  fee 
or  enrollment  or  renewal  of 
membership  in  the  Cooperative 
Blood  Replacement  Plan.  The 
cooperative  plan  can  assure  them 
or  their  entire  family  of  all  blood 
replacement  needs  without  cost 
for  a period  of  one  to  four  years 
depending  on  the  number  of 
people  covered  by  the  plan.

Freezing  blood  for  longer  stor- 
age is  still  in  its  infant  stages 
and  requires  highly  specialized 
equipment.  Maintaining  an  in- 
ventory of  250  to  300  units  of 
blood  is  a constant  revolving 
process. 

Employees  wishing  to  help 
the  blood  bank  meet  its  needs 
and  earn  a $10.00  fee  or  mem- 
bership in  the  Cooperative  Blood 
Replacement  Plan  should  call 
the  Blood  Bank,  ext.

The  announcement  was  made 
by  Mrs.  Herbert  C.  DeYoung, 
president  of  the  Woman’s  Board. 

The  Chair,  to  be  known  as  The 
Woman’s  Board  Chair  of  Pedi- 
atrics, is  the  first  to  be  endowed 
by  a hospital  woman's  auxiliary 
in  the  United  States. 

Similar  to  endowed  professor- 
ships at  colleges  and  universi- 
ties, the  Chair  will  insure  excel- 
lence in  scientific  leadership  and 
in  education,  research  and  pati- 
ent care. 


This  is  the  sixth  Chair  to 
be  endowed  at  Presbvterian-St. 
Luke’s  Hospital.  In  addition  to  the 
Chair  of  Pediatrics,  Chairs  have 
been  endowed  in  the  following 
departments : neurology , biochem- 
istry, pathology,  hepatology  and 
gastroenterology. 

"In  underwriting  this  Chair, 
the  Woman’s  Board  hopes  to  help 
the  hospital  continue  to  attract 
brilliant  young  doctors  and  also 
enable  the  hospital  to  broaden  its 
entire  pediatric  program."  said 
Mrs.  DeYoung.  "We  are  ex- 
tremely happy  to  undertake  this 
challenging  and  worthwhile 
project.” 


Promise  New  Hope  for  Parkinsonism 


The  effectiveness  of  an  ex- 
perimental drug  as  a new  means 
of  treating  Parkinson’s  disease  is 
being  studied  at  Presbyterian-St. 
Luke's  Hospital  under  grants  re- 
ceived from  the  United  Parkin- 
son Foundation  and  its  Woman’s 
Auxiliary. 

The  Foundation  presented  the 
hospital  with  $23,000  for  the 
first  year  of  a proposed  two  year 
study  on  the  use  of  the  drug  L- 
Dopa  in  treating  Parkinsonism 
and  basic  chemical  research  on 
the  disease.  A separate  $5,000 
grant  from  the  Woman’s  Auxil- 
iary of  the  Foundation  will  help 
defray  the  cost  of  the  drug. 

Clinical  trials  are  being  con- 
ducted by  Dr.  John  S.  Garvin, 
attending  neurologist,  and  Dr. 
Harold  L.  Klawans,  assistant  at- 
tending neurologist.  Dr.  Klawans 
is  also  conducting  laboratory  re- 
search on  the  biochemical  effects 
of  anti-Parkinson  drugs  on  the 
brain. 

In  the  Chicago  area,  75,000  to 


100,000  people  are  suffering 
from  Parkinson’s  disease.  It  is  a 
progressive  neurological  disease 
which  is  characterized  by  twitch- 
ing of  the  limbs  and  head,  a slow- 
ing down  of  movement,  loss  of 
balance,  and  bent  or  drooping 
posture.  It  most  often  strikes  per- 
sons between  the  ages  of  40  and 
60. 

At  present,  there  is  no  per- 
manent medical  or  surgical  treat- 
ment for  the  disease.  Recent  tests 
with  the  drug,  L-Dopa,  have 
shown  that  the  disease  symptoms 
can  be  dramatically  controlled. 
The  results  have  been  so  good 
that  patients  taking  the  drug 
have  been  able  to  walk  and  work 
for  the  first  time  in  years. 

Tests  involving  treatment  of 
patients  with  L-Dopa  began  at 
Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital 
last  September.  Since  that  time 
20  patients  have  received  the 
drug. 

According  to  Dr.  Klawans, 
"All  of  the  patients  treated  have 


showed  an  improvement  in  their 
condition.  Although  the  degree 
of  improvement  differed  between 
patients,  the  results  have  been 
significantly  better  than  with  any 
other  form  of  medication.” 

L-Dopa  is  still  an  experimental 
drug  and  not  in  general  distribu- 
tion. It  has  been  approved  by  the 
Food  and  Drug  Administration 
for  use  only  for  experimental 
purposes  by  qualified  medical 
investigators. 

One  of  the  drawbacks  in  using 
the  drug  is  the  development  of 
unpleasant  side  effects  such  as 
nausea,  lowered  blood  pressure, 
and  loss  of  appetite.  These  effects 
can  be  controlled  by  regulating 
the  dosage  of  the  drug  and  addi- 
tional medication.  Projected  stud- 
ies at  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hos- 
pital will  evaluate  the  use  of  L- 
Dopa,  develop  methods  of  con- 
trolling the  drug’s  side  effects, 
and  investigate  the  biochemical 
effects  of  all  anti-Parkinson  drugs 
on  the  brain.

A maternity  care  benefit  of- 
fers protection  not  only  during 
pregnancy,  but  for  any  related 
complications  of  delivery  until 
the  expiration  of  the  family  plan.

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An  exhibition  of  art  by  black 
teenagers  from  Chicago’s  Near 
West  Side  was  displayed  in  the 
Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital 
Art  Gallery  during  December. 
The  exhibition  is  the  result  of  a 
program  in  the  arts  conducted 
by  a group  of  professional  Chi- 
cago artists  under  the  sponsor- 
ship of  the  Community  Mental 
Health  Program  of  the  hospital’s 
Department  of  Psychiatry. 

Twenty-six  children,  ages  10 
to  19,  participated  in  the  show 
which  includes  oil  paintings,  pen- 
cil sketches,  wood  and  metal 
sculpture,  ceramics,  and  dress  de- 
sign. None  of  the  children  had 
serious  artistic  training  prior  to 
last  September  when  the  program 
began. 

The  arts  program  is  being  of- 
fered by  the  Mile  Square  Health 
Center  which  is  operated  by  Pres- 
byterian-St. Luke’s  Hospital  un- 
der a grant  from  the  Office  of 
Economic  Opportunity.  The  Cen- 
ter serves  25,000  residents  of  an 
area  bounded  by  Kinzie,  Ash- 
land, and  Western  Avenues  and 
the  Eisenhower  Expressway. 

Dr.  Paul  E.  Nielson,  chairman 
of  the  Department  of  Psychiatry, 
describes  the  project  as  an  effort 
to  provide  constructive  expres- 
sion for  some  of  the  emotions  of 
young  people  living  in  a ghetto. 


Hats  Adams,  chief  youth 
worker  at  the  Center,  working 
in  conjunction  with  Dr.  Nielson 
in  planning  the  project  states, 
"The  black  community  is  forging 
a new  and  more  positive  iden- 
tity. It  is  the  purpose  of  this  pro- 
gram to  stimulate  interest  and  to 
motivate  young  men  and  women 
to  express  that  identity  through 
the  arts.” 

Art  classes  are  held  twice  a 
week,  Tuesday  evenings  and  Sat- 
urday mornings,  at  the  hospital. 
Instructors  in  the  program  are 
all  Chicago  professional  artists 
affiliated  with  Webster  Studios, 
a cooperative  art  community  on 
Chicago's  North  Side. 

Project  co-director,  Donald 
Seiden,  is  an  assistant  professor 
of  art  and  psychology  at  the  Art 
Institute  of  Chicago  and  has 
been  an  art  instructor  at  the  hos- 
pital for  a number  of  years.  Other 
instructors  include  Nicole  Ber- 
gere,  a fashion  designer  whose 
clothes  are  sold  by  the  Parapher- 
nalia Shops;  Rudy  Seno,  sculptor 
who  has  20  one-man  shows  in 
the  United  States  and  Europe; 
and  Dusty  Seiden,  wife  of  Don, 
who  is  a graduate  of  the  Amer- 
ican Academy  of  Art  and  has 
participated  in  the  Chicago  and 
Vicinity  shows.

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Radiologists  Develop  Award-Winning  Diagnostic  System 


A new  diagnostic  system  de- 
veloped by  the  Division  of  Ra- 
diology and  Nuclear  Medicine 
has  been  selected  as  one  of  the 
100  most  significant  new  techni- 
cal products  of  the  year.  The  sys- 
tem makes  use  of  ultrasonic  scan- 
ning and  fluoroscopy  to  locate 
and  picture  body  organs  and  their 
internal  structures  both  at  rest 
and  in  motion. 

The  award  was  made  at  the 
I-R  100  awards  banquet  held  in 
conjunction  with  the  National 
Conference  on  Industrial  Re- 
search in  New  York  October  4. 

The  system  was  conceived  and 
developed  by  Dr.  Fay  H.  Squire, 
chairman  of  the  Division  of  Ra- 
diology and  Nuclear  Medicine, 
Dr.  John  W.  Clark,  attending  ra- 
diologist, and  Dr.  Harold  N. 
Walgren,  associate  attending  ra- 
diologist, in  association  with  the 
Medical  Division  of  Magnaflux 
Corporation. 

Known  as  the  MS-110  Ultra- 
sonic Rapid  Sector  Scan  System, 
it  makes  use  of  two  TV  screens 
to  visualize  both  internal  and  ex- 
ternal structures  of  body  organs. 
The  fluoroscope  locates  the  or- 
gan to  be  studied  while  the  ul- 
trasonic scanner  pictures  a cross- 
section  of  the  organ. 

The  fluoroscope  has  been 
commonly  used  by  radiologists 
to  examine  internal  body  struc- 
tures; however,  it  has  only  been 
helpful  in  viewing  the  surface 
of  the  structure.

Medicine  in  association  with  the  Mag 
combines  fluoroscopy  and  ultrasonics, 
cant  new  technical  products  of  1968. 

Recently,  clinicians  have  been 
using  ultrasonic  scanners  to  pro- 
duce pictures  of  the  inside  of  the 
structure.  The  scanner  beams  an 
ultrasonic  signal  through  the 
body.  The  signal  returns  distinc- 
tive echoes  as  it  strikes  the  walls 
of  body  organs. 

These  echoes  can  be  converted 
into  electronic  impulses  on  the 
face  of  a cathode  television- 
type)  tube.  As  the  ultrasonic 
beam  is  rocked  back  and  forth, 
the  impulses  cover  an  entire 
sector  of  the  body.  The  impulses 
then  form  a moving  cross-section 
of  the  internal  structure  of  the 
organ  being  scanned. 

Until  now,  the  difficulty  with 
ultrasonic  scanning  has  been  the 
inability  of  the  clinician  to  ac- 


aflux  Corporation.  The  system,  which 
was  named  one  of  100  most  signifi- 

curately  locate  and  identify  the 
structure  being  scanned. 

The  MS-110  couples  the  ul- 
trasonic device  with  the  fluoro- 
scope. The  device  mounts  in  the 
center  of  the  fluoroscopic  view- 
ing field  allowing  the  clinician 
to  accurately  identify  the  struc- 
ture he  is  scanning  ultrasonic- 
ally.  The  external  and  internal 
images  of  the  body  structure  are 
projected  onto  separate  viewing 
screens.  The  MS- 110  Ultrasonic 
Rapid  Sector  Scan  System  is  use- 
ful in  diagnosing  heart,  liver,  and 
kidney  ailments  and  in  examining 
pregnant  women. 

The  MS- 110  was  selected  by  a 
panel  of  30  outstanding  scien- 
tists and  engineers  who  serve  on 
the  Editorial  Advisory  Board  of 
Industrial  Research  magazine.
